That the returns of szid elee-
tions to be beld as aforesaid, shall be wade (v the Register of Decds for
Beunton County, who shall canvass the votes and issue certificates of clec-
tion in the manner prescribed by law, The said officers thus to be electad
and qualified shall enter upon their dutics on the first day of May next
ensuing, and thall hold their offices until the next general clection, or antil
their successors arc elected and ¢ralified.

Sec. 6. That the County Seat of Benton County shall be located ut
the town of Watab, in said Coonty, and that on and after the first day of
Ma&next ensuing, the County of Todd be, and the same is hereby declar-
od t0 he nttached to the County of Morrison for judicial purposes, and
that the County of Sherburne on and from the date l.st aforesaid be, nnd
the same is hereby declared to he attached to the Ciinty of Benton, for
judicial purposes.

See. 7. That a pro-rata cf whatever debts may ba found to be duc
by the County of Benton, on the first day of April next, shali be charge
able by the said County of Benton and due tothe said County of Ben-
ton, from the Counties of Morrison, Shorburne and the portions of said
County of Benton set off to be attached to other"Counties at some futare
day, in proportion to the amount of taxable property embraced within%he
boundaries of the several Districts hereby set off.  Provided, that nothiny
herein contained to he so construed as to change the Council or Repre-
sentative District.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effcct from and after its passage.

ont of funds in the Territorial Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, as a
compensation to the present Reporter, for preparing the Raports of the
terms of the Supreme Court of Juncary, 1854, 1855 and 1856, for pub-

Be 1t enaded by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

Secriox 1. That the county seat of the county of Dodge shall he tem-
porarily locatéd at Mantorville, in said county.

Src. 2. The legal volers of the comnty of Dodge may, at the general
election in 1858, vote for some point at which the county seaf of said coun-
ty chall be permanently located, and the point receiving the highest
number of voles shall thereafter be the permanent county reat of said conn-
ty, and the county commissioners may proceed to locate the county bnild-
ings at said point.

Src. 3.’ The county seat of the county of Olmatedis hereby temporarily
located at Rochester, in said county.

Sxc. 4. The legal voters of the said county of Olmsted may, at the
general election in 1857, vote for some point at which the county seat of
